






Preface 


The Weekly Coal Production (WCP) provides weekly 
production estimates of U.S. coal by State, as well as 
supplementary data which are usually published twice 
a month. This week's Coal Exports and Imports Sup- 
plement contains annual as well as detailed monthly 
data on U.S. coal and coke exports and imports. An- 
other supplement contains detailed montlily data cov- 
ering electric utility coal consumption, stocks, and re- 
ceipts (quantity and price). 

This publication is prepared by the Coal Division; Of- 
fice of Coal, Nuclear, Electric and Alternate Fuels; 
Energy Information Administration (EIA) to fulfill its 
data collection and dissemination responsibilities as

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Summary 


U.S. coal production in the week ended August 19, 
1989, as estimated by the Rnergy Information Admin- 
istration, totaled 20 million short tons, about equal to 
the production levels for the prior week and the cor- 
responding week of 1988, Production East of the Mis- 
sissippi totaled 12 million short tons, and production 
West of the Mississippi totaled 8 million short tons. 

U.S. coal exports in the first half of 1989 totaled 50 
million short tons. This was 22 percent (9 million short 
tons) greater than in the same period a year earlier and 
ranked as the higliest level in the first half of a year 
since 1982. Metallurgical coal accounted for most of 


this increase (6 million short tons). Steam coal exports 
were up from the first half of 1988 by 3 million short 
tons. The liighcr levels of metallurgical and steam coal 
exports are the result, primarily, of increased European 
demand. 


U.S. coal imports in the first half of 1989 totaled over 
1 million short tons, approximately the same as in the 
comparable period of 1988. Colombia and Canada con- 
tinued as the principal sources of imported coal, ac- 
counting for 44 percent and 40 percent of the total, 
respectively.
